Claim 4 was rejected over the combination of the Symmetrix Product Manual in view of 
Litt and further in view of van der Wal and further in view of Sato. As previously argued, claim 4 
depends from claim 1 . The addition of Sato to the Symmetrix Product Manual, Litt, and van der 
Wal fails to solve the deficiencies of the combination as previously described. Thus the applicant 
asserts that claim 4 is allowable for the reasons set forth with regard to claims 1 - 3 and 6 - 8.
